2. Of the four, ?L* SXAMiai " Is considerably acre suitable for 
envisaged duties than the others; it is less conspicuous, carries the 
most space for crev, passengers and supplies, has auxiliary sail 
propulsion to offset a disadvantage of one- screw and already has two 
230 volt Diesel generators Installed (presumably A.C.). It*s copper- 
sheathed wood hull makes it acceptable for grounding radio equipment. 

S. SOO states the Common! cations Division considers "L'KXftMIIE" 
feasible and believe they can install a *f* antenna thereon and cancel 
the kytoon idea which, from the mariners point of view, is very undesir- 
able.
